2. The drawings were received on June 24, 2009. These drawings are accepted. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

4. Prior art does not teach or suggest an exhaust hood surrounding the porous 
glass soot at an angle of 1 00° or more of the cross section of the glass. Prior art also 
does not suggest or teach an exhaust hood placed at an offset from the central axis of 
the porous glass soot. 

5. NAKAMURA 2003/001 004A1 and 2005/01 9901 4A1 both show an exhaust hood 
that surrounds the porous glass soot at an angle of 1 00° or more of the cross section of 
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the glass (see figures 2 and 3 in both documents), however, the exhaust hoods are 
incorporated into the wall of the apparatus and would be impossible to move. 

6. NOZAWA JP04275937A and JP04275938A both show an exhaust hood that 
surrounds the porous glass soot at an angle of 100° or more of the cross section of the 
glass (see figure 4 in JP04275937A and figures 1 and 5 in JP04275938A), however, the 
figures and JPO abstract do not provide and indication or suggestion that the exhaust 
hoods are movable. 

7. Prior art typically shows the exhaust hood as centered on the central axis of the 
porous glass soot as evidenced in the following prior art documents: 

a. figures 2 and 3 in NAKAMURA 2003/001 004A1 and 2005/01 9901 4A1 

b. figure 4 in JP04275937A and figures 1 and 5 in JP04275938A 

c. figure 2 of KUWABARA et al. US 6,306,500 B1 

d. figure 2B of MACHIDA et al. US 2007/0051 135 A1 

e. figures 1, 3-6 of JP07101745A 

f. figures 1B of JP2001 -19463
